On Game Shipments. 


Under the new laws no hunter is 
allowed-to kill any game from a. vehi- 
cle under any conditions. This meas- 
ure was passed to prevent huntsmen 
shooting from an automobile or wagon 
passing along the road.

of fish, no

EVERY BIT OF EARTH 
IS PLOWED UP BY 


FIRE OF ARTILLERY 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


. Amiens Aug. 2S.-^"There is not a 
lump of earth the size of a shovel 
betweeu Ecurie and Notre Dame de 
Lorette that aen't been plouged by 
shells," said an artillery officer 
who 
took part in the recent French offen- 
sive north of Arras. 
"The intense 
fire of our batteries is not, as is sup- 
posed by the uninitiated who read of 
artillery duels in the communiques, 
aimed at the enemy's batteries; in 
the region of the Artois the Germans) 
chose their ground so well that it can 
not be hoped, except in rare instances, 
to reach their heavy guns until tho 
lines are pushed back. 
The real object of attack is tha 
enemy's infantry and the field works 
that piotect it. 
There are . artillery 
duels, but they are between the light- 
er field pieces; the heavy guns are 
well concealed in the numerous quar- 
ries, gorges and ravines of the re- 
gion. 
Toward the northern limit of the 
recent battle field the ruins of mining 
properties of Ansres, Lievin and Lens 
add to the natural shelters. German 
artillery-men knew this region quite 
as well as the French, officers. 
They 
appreciated the strength of the Artois 
hills so well that they sent engineers, 
the French officers say, to study !t 
between 1906 and 1910. with the osten- 
sible object of investigating whether 
it would be possible to exploit fur- 
ther to the southwest the coal vein 
of the basin of Lens. The German en- 
gineers, it is said, took soundings 
over every square mile of the country 
around Vimy, Givenehy and Carency. 
Some of them settled at Lens with 
their families and for four years the 
work went on. Then, according to th>> 
story, the Germans declared that the 
exploitation of the vein could not be 


made tc pay and retired. French en- 
gineers who made similar invegtisa- 
•tions, however, found that the 
vein 
could be worked profitably; a com- 
pany was formed and shafts were be- 
ing sunk when the war interrupted 
the work. 
In the meantime, it is said that 
every rise and every depression of 
ground every quarry, ridge and gorgo 
had been plotted on the German staff 
maps in the triangle of the Mont de 
Vimy, Mont de Givenehy and spur of 
Notre Da^me de Lorette, where the 
Germans have now established their 
strongest fortifications to protect the 
plain leading eastward toward Lens 


and northward toward Lille. The de- 
sire of the Allies to command thai 
flat country IE what gives the great- 
est importance to the battle of Arras 
or the battle of Artois, as it may 
eevntually be called.

Will Make a Test Case Before Supreme 


Court at Its February Term.— 


Resume of Decision. 


[SPECIAL TO THE OiZHTTEl 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 2S.—Following 
the decision of Judge John C. Feh- 
landt of the municipal court of Dane 
county late yesterday afternoon de- 
. nylng the application of Charles E. 
[Fierce, president of the Home Rule and 
Taxpayers' league, to quash the iudict- 
ment, came the announcement from 
the offices of the league here that, an 
appeal wojild be taken to the supreme 
court to test the validity of the cor- 
rupt practices act. 


Goes on February Calendar. 


The calendar for the August term of 
the supreme court has just been an- 
nounced and it is probable that the 
Pierce case will not be ready for con- 
sideration by the supreme court bet'9re 
sometime in February. 
The action 
against Mr. Pierce was the outgrowth 


. of grand 
jury 
proceedings in this 


: county at which Mr. Pierce announced 
I that he was willing that a friendly suit 
: should be started to test, the validity 


i of the law. The case was argued at 
length before Judge Fehlandt by Dis- 
trict Attorney Harry Sauthoff. Several 
attorneys appeared for the league, in- 
cluding T. C. Richmond ot Madison 
aiid J. M. Clancey, Stoughton, and 
Otto A. Oestreich of Janesville. 
The Helm bill in the legislature was 
an attempt to strengthen that section 
of the corrupt, practice act requiring 
the filing of- expense statements, but 
was vetoed by Governor Philipp. 
Judge Fehlandt in his decision says: 
"This is a motion to quash the in- 
dictment against Charles E. Pierce on 
three grounds: First, that the indict- 
ment does not cl»arge or stale facts 
ufh'cient to constitute an offense under 
the statutes; second, that the act is 
unconstitutional for the reason that it. 
violates section 3, article 1, and sec- 
tion 1, article 1, of the constitution of 
Wisconsin; 
third, that-the corrupt 


' practices act was not. passed to cover 
! situations such as is disclosed by the 
evidence in this case. 


Constitute an Offense. 
"The court finds after careful ex- 
amination of all the evidence, argu- 
ments and records in this case, that 
the indictment charges an offense in 
the language of the statute with such 
degree of certainty that the court may 
pronounce judgment upon conviction 
according to the rights of the case. 
(Siros vs. the state. 73 Wis. 251). 
"As for the second ground, the court 
has perused the statutes and its varir 


I ous subdivisions, commonly known as 
! the corrupt practices act, most care- 
| fully, and cannot find any prohibition 
upon either free speech or freedom of 
the press. Any citizen of this or any 


, other county still has the right to 
i travel from city to city, hire halls, de- 


j liver addresses, and insert page ad- 
! vertisements in the newspapers, rent 
] billboard space 
for 
posters, and in 
| short employ each and every method 
i known to the 
political campaigner, 
only such activities must be done with 
full publicity as to the source of reve- 
nue and the avenues of expenditure. 
Such publicity does not abridge these 
ancient- and honorable- rights, but, on 
the contrary, carefully preserves them 
inviolate. Our court has held that the 
act is constitutional in all its provis- 
ions with the exception of the right 
of trial by jury. (Ex rel Schumacher, 
ISO Wis. 431). 
Intent of Statute Clear. 
"In regard to the third ground, it is 
not the function of this court to at- 
tempt to discover the meaning of the 
legislature from extrinsic facts when 
such meaning can 
clearly be ascer- 
tained from a reading of the statute. 
Were the 
language ambiguous, ob- 
scure or difficult of interpretation, this 
court would.be justified in endeavoring 
to ascertain the intent and purpose of 
the legislature in enacting this stat- 
ute, but since the language is clear and 
simple, this court would be guilty of 
judicial abuse if it set up circumlocu- 
tion to subvert the apparent intent of 
the legislature. This court was cre- 
ated to interpret our laws, not to make 
them. I am therefore of the opinion 
that the motion of counsel for the de- 
fense to quash the indictment against 
Charles B. Pierce should be denied 
and it is so ordered."
